material must be returned in good condition by 
the method specified by the Librarian with all 
charges prepaid. The member so borrowing 
material from the Library shall be responsible 
and liable to the full value of the material until 


same has been received by the Librarian. A 
member shall make such adjustment or payment 
for any damage or loss to the material borrowed 
from the Library in such amounts as shall be 
determined and established by the Librarian.
